THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY DOES OKRDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1: Chapter 21 of the 


Albany City.Code, 1958, is here- 
‘by amended by adding Section 


1.30 thereto‘ reading as follows: 

“Section 21.30-1 Findings. Re- 
lations between organized labor 
and management in this city 
have for many years. been 
marked by a mature adherance 
to the principles of good faith, 
collective bargaining and a mu- 
tual respect for the rights, in- 
terests and well-being of work- 
ing people, business and indus- 
try. The -importation or use 
in this City of professional 
strikebreakers as replacements 
during a strike or lockout en- 
dangers such sound and benefi- 
cial relations between labor and 
management. 

Experience in this. City and 
in other parts of this country 
demonstrates that the utiliza- 
tion of professional  strike- 
breakers in labor disputes is 
inimical to the public welfare 
and good order in that such 
practices tend to produce and 
prolong industrial strife, frus- 
trate collective bargaining and 
encourage violence, crimes and 
other disorders, 

Persons who customarily 
offer. themselves as replace- 
ments during labor disputes are 
generally of -unsavory charac- 
ter and accustomed to associa- 
tion with undesirable elements. 
The introduction of such per- 
sons into the community and 
their employment in this City 
is harmful to our citizens and 
threatens the public peace, 

The aforementioned evils are 
beyond the regulation of appli- 
cable state or federal law, and 
the mitigation and correction 
thereot requires the exercise of 
the police power of this City. 

Section 21.30-2 Definitions. As

(e) “Professional  Strike- 
breaker’: Any person (1) who 
during the period of five (5) 
years immediately preceding the 
aets described in provision (2) 
of this subdivision (e) has re- 
peatedly offered himself to em- 
ployers at whose places of busi- 
ness a strike or lockout was 
currently in progress, for em- 
ployment for the duration of 
such strike or lockout; (2) who 
currently offers himself to an 
employer at whose place of 
business a strike or lockout is 
presently in progress, for em- 
ployment for the purpose of 
replacing an employee or em- 
ployees involved in said strike 
or lockout; and (3) who at said 
time is domiciled more than 


seventy-five (75) miles from 
the City. 
“Repeatedly,”’ as used in the 


foregoing provision, is defined 
as meaning on two or more 
occasions (exclusive of any cur- 
rent offer for employment in 
connection with a current strike 
or lockout).
